troops into the Detroit riot area. 


DETROIT, June 21. — (#) — As 
the grisly toll of race _ rioting 
reached 23 dead, violence was be- 
ing curbed swiftly in Detroit at 
midnight tonight with federal 
troops on the job. 

Streets grew gradually quiet as 
rioters dispersed with the arrival 
of the troops after nearly 24 hours 
of fights between Negroes and 
white men—marked by a pitched 
battle at a Negro apartment hotel. 

All told, more than 700 persons 
were hurt. 

Mayor Edward J. Jeffries an- 
nounced shortly before midnight 
that the situation was much im- 
proved. Of the 23 dead, 20 were 
Negroes. 

Police had regained sufficient 
authority to be able to impound 
automobiles of persons unable to 
explain their street presence ac- 
ceptably. Earlier, cars had been 
racing up and down the streets. 

Troops rolled. into Cadillac 
square, heart of ‘the city, an hour 
before midnight to quell riots 
spreading over a wide area. 
Bloodiest incident of the riotous 
night was a pitched battle at a 
Negro apartment hotel, where 200 
police fired 1,000 rounds of tear 
gas into the building as Negro 
snipers fired from windows. 

Federal troops entered Detroit 
at the request of Governor Harry 
F. Kelly. 

Civil authorities already had 
admitted that the situation was 
“out of control”—22 hours after 
fighting between Negroes and 
whites had sent hundreds to over- 
worked hospitals and 16 Negroes 
and three white persons to their 
deaths.

cannot be canceled simply because 
he belonged to the Communist

Russia and Postwar Europe 

There have been, during the past year, a 
number of diplomatic developments and offi- 
cial Soviet statements which, together, outline 
in growing clarity the position Russia plans 
to take in the organization of postwar Europe, 
particularly in respect to the eastern coun- 
tries, those close to Russia herself. 


Last year Russia and Britain agreed on a 
20-year treaty of alliance. In that treaty, 
Anglo-Russian co-operation, at least until a 
satisfactory system of collective security is in 
operation, is assured. Also in that treaty was 
expressed approval of a proposed plan for a 
central European federation, involving prin- 
cipally Poland and Czechoslovakia.

NATIONAL SICKNESS Coal strikes and race riots occupy a 
part of the day’s news. Both indie 


cate a national sickness. Both indicate certain national tensions 
to which it must be admitted we have for years given a mixed 
attitude of emotionalism, indifference and lack of understanding. 

No one has any sympathy for John L. 
Lewis. There is some sympathy for the miners 
themselves, and yet millions of American peo- 
ple have a very grave view of the fact that 
some 500,000 men feel they owe allegiance to 
their union greater than that they owe their 
country. 

The miners deny this. They assert they are 
ready to work for their country on almost any 
sort of basis within reason. In the same news 
one reads that in England a number of coai 
miners went to jail to serve sentences rather 
than pay fines imposed for work stoppages. 
It cannot’ be that miners the world over are 
unpatriotic. It means there is a sickness in the 
coal industry's work relations which has not 
been cured. 

The miners state, with some supporting evi- 
dence, that some operators are refusing to par- 
ticipate in any settlement because of their op- 

position to the President. Their attitude is, “This is Roosevelt's 
baby. Let him sweat it out. His chickens are just now ceming 
home to roost. We will sit tight and let Roosevelt have the head- 
ache. At long last we have got him in a corner.” 

This factor is undoubtedly one reason why settlement has been 
so difficult. It will be another reason why the government may be 
forced to operate the mines for an indefinite period. 

Both miners and operators must bear part of the blame.

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What Do They Mean? 

For the third time in 90 days the coal 
miners who belong to the United Mine Work- 
ers, under the leadership of John L. Lewis, 
are on strike. Utterly reckless of the fact that 
their defiance of all legal authority puts in 
jeopardy the very victory of this nation and 
her allies in the war, they have left their 
jobs. 

The War Labor Board, proper authority. for 
adjudication of their differences with the oper- 
ators, has rendered its decision, which is, per 
se, the decision of the United States govern- 
ment. 

The newest puzzle in a mystifying situation 
is found in a statement issued by the policy 
committee of the UMW on Sunday night, a 
few hours before formal beginning of the strike 
at midnight. In that statement the commit- 
tee said the miners were quite willing to con- 
tinue getting out the coal for the government, 
to back the war effort and to uphold the flag. 

Well, the mines are already\under control 
and operation of the government. They have 
been taken over ever since the previous strike. 
They are operated by Fuel Administrator Ickes. 
The Stars and Stripes, signifying government 
operation, flies over every pit mouth. 

What more do they want? 

The miners’ representatives say they will 
get out the coal for the government. The 
government is operating the mines. Yet the 
miners are on strike. 

It just doesn’t make sense.

Is This Battle Won? 


Understandably, and wisely, exact statistics 
on the crucial battle between our naval and 
air forces, on the one side, and enemy sub- 
marines, on the other, are not made public. 
Nevertheless, there have been various official 
announcements and other indications which 
hint that if the Battle of the Atlantic is not 
yet won it is very close to victory. 

Of course there is always the possibility 
Germany may develop a new method of sub- 
marine use which will make all their under- 
sea warships as effective as formerly. But 
at the present time, certainly; the United 
Nations have the top hand in this arena of 
conflict. 

The British Admiralty .on Sunday revealed 
the sinking of from two to five U-boats, and 
the probable damaging of several others, in a 
five-day battle described as “one of the fiercest 
and most sustained offensives ever mounted by 
U-boats.” Further, the announcement stated 
that 97 per cent of the ships in the convoy 
under attack reached port safely. 

Conservative estimates have placed the 
number of enemy submarines sunk recently at 
a rate of about 20 per month. While this is 
lower than the rate at which Germany could 
build submarines in the early stages of the 
war, German construction capacity is said to 
be seriously impaired by the air bombing by 
the RAF and the American Air Forces. 

Add to these facts the decisive factor of the 
American shipbuilding program, now reaching 
an annual rate of 18 million tons, and the 
improved shipping situation is self-evident. 

When it is remembered that shipping not 
long ago was the crucial bottleneck of the 
war, this alone is ground for encouragement, 

Then, too, the reopening of the Mediter- 
ranean to our ships, following successful con- 
clusion of the North African fighting, has so 
reduced shipping distances it alone is equal to 
an addition of millions of tons to our cargo 
space. 

All in all, the situation in regard to the 
Battle of the Atlantic is brighter than it has 
been since the war began. 

It may be that in a few weeks official 
announcement of the winning of that battle 
will be forthcoming.

Czechoslovakia is willing to make such an 
arrangement with the Soviet. Benes realizes 
that a choice between Russia an@ Germany 
must be made, and in view of German treach- 
ery it is not surprising that Russia should be 
preferred. 

However, Poland has not yet agreed. 
Polish govérnment is making certain 
torial demands and seeks security against 
Russia, as well as against Germany. Thus 
the nlan is held up at the present time. 

But in a recent message Premier Stalin 
pledged to see that a “strong and independent 
Poland” is created after the war. Undoubt- 
edly this pledge is conditioned on conforma- 
tion by the Poles to the same agreement which 
Czechoslovakia has already accepted. But it 
is a tender of friendship and protection which 
must appeal strongly to Poles still suffering 
under the brutality of German occupation.

WHAT BOMBING CAN DO 
(From the Valdosta Times.) 

Herr Goebbels is worried about the Germanic 
power of endurance. Instructing Nazi newspaper 
stooges in the lies they are to write, he conceded 
that the Huns can’t take it. That is no news to 
the rést of us, who have seen other sadistic bullies 
cave in as soon as the going gets tough. 

It is, of course, the increasing weight of the 
air power of the Allies that discourages Nazi Joe. 
A controlled press can keep many secrets, but it 
can hardly persuade the residents of Essen, for 
instance, that Goering controls the air. Almost 
non-stop bombing is cracking the German shell. 

Nevertheless, we should not read too much 
into this. It does not mean, unfortunately. that 
the Reich is about to collapse and capitulate. No 
realistic observer expects victory to come until 
infantry and tanks are, at least, on their way 
overland to Berlin. 


McKELLAR EYE ON TVA As for Senator McKellar, the 


sponsor of the legislation, he is 
credited with having his eyes on some 400 fat jobs in connection 
with the Tennessee Valley Authority, which operates mainly in his 
state. If he could throw out the present officeholders and put his 
own henchmen in those lucrative jobs, he would have the founda- 
tion for a highly effective political machine. 

That, also, would be a good way to wreck TVA—filling it up 
with personal political appointees. 

But, regardless of the senate action, there doesn't seem to be 
much chance of the bill ever becoming a law. The lower house 
is against it on pretty much the same grounds as senate Repu- 
licans. House members realize they don't stand to share in the 
patronage, whether they are Democrats or Republicans. 

Giving the senate veto power over. appointments clothes the 
upper chamber with authority to demand a greater voice in the 
selection of federal workers, but little of it seeps down to the 
house.

House members know all of this too well, of course, which ex- 
plains the marked lack of enthusiasm for the bill in the lower cham- 
ber. To pass the measure would merely be to pull the chestnuts 
out of the fire for the senate. 


VETO CERTAIN Finally, tf the bill should pass both houses, 
. it is certain to meet a presidential veto. Mr. 
Roosevelt has stated his opposition in no uncertain terms. Last 
February, when it was first brought before the senate, he denounced 
it as “the very antithesis of the merit system,” declared it would 
“sweep away years of civil service progress” and “would lay all 
of us open to the charge that we are playing politics with the war 
program.” 

There is little likelihood of congress passing it over the Presi- 
dent’s threatened veto. 

Under the circumstances, all of the time spent by the senate 
in considering the bill seems to be wasted effort. It is difficult to 
understand how the leaders could have made themselves a party 
to the program, unless it was they were only going along with 
Senator McKellar to make him feel good.

Many a highly qualified government appointee has been 
sacrificed on the altar of a “personally obnoxious” complaint filed 
by some senator with no more than a personal grievance to square.

It is very obvious, of course, that some few of our anti-Roose- 
velt men hate Roosevelt so much they put Ris destruction ahead 
ef the war effort.

You see some of the same emotions in congress where the house 
vents its anger in bills it knows the senate won concur in: Yet 
the house votes them just so ease the tempers and emotions of 
the house. .

This reporter, as Brisbane used to say, has often made criticisms 
and suggestions for the winning of the war, but has not yet taken 
part in planning the post-war world. And since the game seems 
free-for-all, it is now my turn to offer an idea. 

As you know, our worst headache on the home front is the 
problem of preventing inflation. And since the people have bil- 
lions of extra spending money, and consumer goods are scarce, the 
first step in working the problem is to get this money away from 
the multitude before reckless spending pushes ‘prices sky-high. 

There are but two ways to get the money—by levying taxes, 
which people resent, or by selling bonds, which means borrowing 
the people’s money. 

Bond selling would do the trick the easy way if people would 
buy to the limit of their ability—if they would put into bonds every 
dollar they do not actually need for their living. 

Unfortunately, they aren't doing it. They have bought and are 
buying a lot of bonds, but they are still keeping and spending too 
much money. 

There are many reasons fof this lack of co-operation. 

One is the belief, among people who have too little faith in their 
country, that bonds issued in such tremendous amounts can never 
be redeemed. Another is that people not accustomed to thrift find 
saving difficult and meaningless unless they save for some particular 
and pleasant purpose, delightful to dream about. 

The government is all set to meet both of these objections if 
somebody in authority can get the idea. 

We are a nation of travelers. Nothing keeps us at home except 
lack of money. The war has developed a new and universal curi- 
Osity about geography; and when it is over, a great many people 
will yearn to visit all the far places where our boys fought or 
labored—provided they can do it in style and comfort. 

The government will have many idle ships and planes, mang 
trained and idle men, many far-scattered hotels and pleasant quar- 
ters. These things will be a problem if not used as an asset. 

Why not use them to redeem war bonds’ 

Many people who are not buying bonds would save for a gov- 
ernment supervised tour of the world—and the tour would make 
them wiser citizens. Stop urging people to buy bonds and urge 
them to buy a swell trip around the world. It’s an idea.

1 he Babe Air Mail)—There are only a few of the 
great old scouts of baseball left. Irish Johnny Nee has 
kept on friendly terms with old Father Time and is able 
to match the pace of the most enthusiastic youngster in 
the matter of staying power, day or night. | 

Nee’s favorite baseball subject is Babe Ruth. Johnny 
takes the Babe as the greatest player of all time. And he 
backs it up with sound reasoning. ‘ 

Ty Cobb, he insists, was great in an era of the 
dead ball when nine home runs were good enough to 
lead a league. “I respect Cobb. He was fast, heads- 
up and a great competitor. But he didn’t have much 
of a throwing arm. 

“Babe Ruth had everything. He still holds the 
record for pitching in a World Series. He was a great 
pitcher when the Yankees made an outfielder out 
of him. In spring practice he was as fine a first 
baseman as I ever saw. He seldom played in the 
outfield but always worked himself into shape play- 
ing first base. 

“Ruth is responsible for bringing baseball back after the 
Black Sox scandal. He could run, throw bullets to the 
bases and he made no mistakes. (Nee left the hot dogs 
and soda pop out of it.) 

“The pitchers were scared to death of him. Afraid 
he might hit one back through the box. He was afraid of 
that. too. And so he'd tell them, ‘Look here, you guys; 
pitch me high inside and I'll pull the ball.’ 


“The Babe topped them all. Evér see an all-time team 
that didn’t have Ruth in the outfield? No, and you never 
will. He has meant more to baseball than any other indi- 
vidual. He brought the game back,” Nee declared. 

Nee is conversant with baseball of 


Took To Air the last 40 years as player and scout. 
He probably has looked over as many budding hopefuls of 
the game as any ivory hunter in the business, past or 
present 

"But it wasn’t until Harry Mehre and Happy

He changed his ideas in Oxford, Miss., one day 

as he watched the Ole Miss and Alabama teams play. 

He had received a call from Yankee headquarters to 

cet to Miami as soon as possible, as the Florida State 

League was about to fold and the Yankees were due 

a player or two. 

“How soon can you get there?” he was asked. 

Nee figured up and said it probably would take him 
about a week. It was suggested he fly, but he ‘balked. 
“None of those air contraptions for me,” he insisted; “I’m 
not in that big a hurry.” 

And so it was left there. And the more Nee thought 
about it the more he realized that speed was urgent. 


Mehre and Campbell clinched it. The Ole Miss 
football team had flown around the country to its 
games that year and Mehre painted a very attractive 
picture. Campbell added to it. He had flown on 
many scouting trips. 

t was raining in Oxford but Goat Hale agreed to drive 
Nee to Memphis. “How long will it take us?” Nee asked. 
“Oh, about an hour and a half,” Hale responded. “Ninety 
miles in an hour and a half,’ Nee exclaimed. “Do I start 
flving from here?” 

Anyway, connections were made and as the plane neared 
Tampa the sun was shining bright and great white clouds 
floated lazily through the blue. Nee was completely re- 
laxed. It was like floating on a feather bed. The re- 
mainder of the flight to Miami was prosaic. 

“It won me over. Now the war’s come along and, what 
with priorities and all, I have been driven back to the 
trains.

Soviet Surgeon’s Amaz- 
ing Feat Makes ‘Nerve 
Bank’ Possibility. 

By THOMAS R. HENRY. 
For North American Newspaper Alliance. }: 
LONDON, June 21. Here’s 
something to send chills up the 
spine: Nerves taken from, corpses 
have been successfully transplant- 
ed to living persons by Professor 
A. S. Vichnevsky, head of the} 
surgical department of a Soviet 
neurological clinic, where this in- 
novation was employed for the 
first time. Since then it has been 
resorted to on many occasions 

with excellent results. 

“A wounded Red army com- 
mander recently was brought to 
the clinic. His arm was severely 
damaged. A mine splinter had torn 
out part of a muscle and a section 
of the main motor nerve. As the 
severed ends of the nerve were 
one and one-half centimeters apart 
they could not be sewn together. 
Ordinarily the young man would 
have lost 1is arm. 

“An operation was perfarmed 
by Dr. Vichnevsky, who used a 
piece of nerve from a person 
killed in an accident. The trans- 
planted nerve successfully took 
root and after a time the com- 
mander was able to use his arm 
as if nothing had happened. Today 
he is once more on active service 
at the front. 

An Old Problem. 

“The problem of restoring func- 
tion to a limb when the motor 
nerve -has been seriously injured 
has long occupied the attention 
of surgeons the world over. In 
come countries attempts were 
made to transplant to the human 
body nerves removed from ani- 
mals. It also was proposed to 
use the spinal cord of a rabbit 
for this purpose. None of these 
methods gave the desired results. 
“Dr. Vichnevsky’s method has 
the added advantage that nerves
